NOTES — OF THE WEEK. 
JEWS AND ELECTIONS. 

The principle laid down in our last by “ An Dictbnen and a Jew” in 
electioneering matters, will no doubt be endorsed by every well-wisher of the 
community. ver since the dispersion of Israel it has been the policy of her 
several sections thoroughly to identify themselves with the nations among 
which their lot was severally cast. The Jew in the dispersion has and can 
have no other civil and political interest than his other countrymen. His safety 


is indissolubly bound up with theirs. It is endangered when theirs is threatened. © 


He feels himself secure when they feel themselves strong. He shares their 
desires and aspirations. Their fears and their hopes are bis. A special Jewish 
policy, therefore, on specifie Jewish grounds cannot and does not exist. There 
is, consequently, no reason whatever why a Jewish citizen snould not vote as his 
conscience bids him in accordance with the views held by him, whichever of the 
great parties into which the general population is divided they may approach. It 
is not only individual honesty and duty to the State which prescribe this line of 
conduct, but it is also his religion and his interest which commend this policy. 
Why a Jew in common with the rest of his countrymen should in electioneering 
matters, as well as in every transaction in life, give special heed to honesty and 
civic duty needs no elucidation. But how it comes to pass that his religion and 
the interest of his community coincide with the same line of conduct, may 
perhaps call for a few words of explanation. 
commenced, as early as the days of Jeremiah, the exiles in Babylon were advised 
by the prophet to pray for the peace of the city in which they might have found 


When the dispersion of the Jews. 


a home, to settle there and establish families, in other words to identify them- 


selves with the general population. Centuries afterwards, when the dispersion 
had been completed and large communities had sprung up in that very Babylon, 
one of the most famous, devout, learned and revered leaders publicly taught 
that the law of the Jand was law NII—which meant nothing 
else but that it was the duty of every Jew to submit in all matters which did 
not affect his religion to the general laws and the existing institutions, however 
much they might differ from those laid down in his own code. And, again: 
after a millennium in our own century, when a Sanhedrin solemnly met at 
Paris, it ratified the principle hefore the whole world amidst the applause 
of the thousands of brethren-in-faith who were subjects of the Emperor 


Napoleon, that all Frenchmen were their brethren, and by parity of reasoning 


all Jews in other countries of their respective compatriots. The policy in 
question lies further in the interest of their community, since if they were 
suspected of a Jewish vote, in the sense in which a Catholic vote is understood, 
the opponents, especially if victorious, might find it easy to avenge the Jewish 
opposition on the whole body by exceptional laws and other measures of 
persecution, and if defeated, by spreading and intensifying the existing prejudice 
and fomenting batred to the Jewish population. A small minority holds out special 
temptation for such retaliatory measures, as they may be adopted by enemies 
witheut the fear of any evil consequences to themselves. 


A striking instance of 
this we are witnessing just now, 


It so happens that a large number of English 


Jews, very likely the vast majority, happen to side in the present War in the | 


East with the party which dreads Russian ascendancy in the civilised world, and 
hold that the carnage in the East was quite unnecessary, as it was 
possible to obtain the desired object by peaceable means. What is the 
consequence? Fierce attacks upon the whole Jewish body and most viru- 
lent invectives against them; but not. in a straightforward manner as 
against political opponents, 
against them. They are decried as Semites and Asiatics with a policy of their 
own, and a special hatred to Christendom is imputed to them. In fact, 
everything is done to raise hatred against them and render their countrymen 


suspicious of them. Even the Bible, generally so dear to Englishmen, is © 
[f this 


vilified by some of the opponents simply because it is a Jewish book. 
War should continue mucl: longer aid the chances should go against Russia, we 
should not be surprised to hear of a fanatical outcry against the evangelists and 
apostles, simply beeause they were all of them Semites, Asiatics and Jews. If 
such. be the rage and revenge of the opponents in a question of foreign policy, 


No, the most treacherous insinuations are made — 


what would be the fury in a matter affecting internal policy coming home to | 


every English household ghould the Jews as a body embrace one side or the — 


other? Would the opposition stop at any calumny or at any iniquity that 
might be deemed serviceable in crushing the audacious alien race that dares to 
follow an anti-Christian, Semitic and Asiatic policy amidst a Christian, Aryan 
and European people? The right policy for the Jews, therefore, in elections is 
to divide their votes amidst the several parties as the intelligence and conscience 
of each of them may dictate. An attack upon the whole community by any party 
- would thus be impracticable, since it would be impossible to level a blow at it 
without striking also a pumber of friends. 


PRAYING FOR THE DEAD. 


“ Justitia” in bis letter published in these columns a fortnight ago has 
undoubtedly laid his finger on a foul spot in the communal ritual for the dead._ 


There is much gross superstition in it. Take, for instance, the prayer in this 
ritual solemnly recited on each evening of the seven days of mourning, in which 
_ God is pathetically asked to guard from worms the body lately consigned to the 
| ground. Why God should perform such a mircle and interfere with the laws of 
nature, according to which the corpse is destined to return to the dust whence 
it was taken, and prevent the creeping things of the earth from finding an appro- 
priate abode in the decaying body is not stated. Nor are we told what useful 
purpose would be served by such m miracle. But worse is yet to come, In the 


perity, for it is ours ; 


same prayer t God is also asked to protect the dead from “397 BIN : (striking of 
the grave). What this means will appear from the following delicious morsel, 
which we translate, as we find it in “ Tishbee,” under the heading just quoted : 

“Tt is written in the Midrash of Rabbi Isaac, son of Parnach, his disciples, asked . 
Rabbi Eliezer what were the proceedings at the ‘striking of the grave.’ He said 
to them ‘When a man has departed this life the angel of death comes and 
sits on his grave. Immediately the soul returns to its body and raises it on its 
feet,’ &c. ‘Further,’ said Rabbi Joshua, son of Levi, ‘and in his hand is a 
chain, half iron and half fire. When he strikes him the first cime his limbs | 
dissolve themselves ; the second time his bones are scattered, then angels come 
and gather them up. He then strikes him a third time, and he is reduced into 
dust and ashes. He then puts him back into his grave,’ &c. ‘ Further,’ said 
Rabbi Meir, ‘ More painful is the judgment of the striking of the grave than the — 
judgment of hell ; for even the perfectly rigliteous sucklings at the breast and 
the baby dying at the birth are judged thereby, except such as die on the eve of 

Sabbath, or reside in the land of Israel,” &c. Now we will not be so unjust to 

our readers as to attempt to point out to them the heap of absurdities and ridi- 


culous superstition which this phrase appearing in a solemn prayer involves, and 


only ask how our religious authorities could have allowed such nonsense, such 
insane drivelling to remain when this ritual was some years ago reprinted for 
the use of the community. But we are not prepared to place on a par with this 


‘ridiculous phrase the Hascarah of the German and the A scabah of the Sephardic 


Jews. These, strictly speaking, are prayers to God for the repose of the souls 


of the departed. Now, if it be no superstition, nay, if it is a meritorious act for the 

living to pray for the living, why should it be superstitious for the living to. 
pray for the dead? What is, religiously speaking, the difference between the living 

and the dead? The living are spirits embodied, and the dead are spirits disem- 
bodied. In every other respect they are identical. The spiritual communion 
which existed between the living and the dead before death broke in between 
them has surely not been dissolved, because the latter no longer dwell in bodies. 

The communion was spiritual, and death; we all believe, has no power over the 
spirit whatever be its dominion over the body. It is impossible to say whether the 
dead do not intercede for the living at the Throne of Mercy. But whether they 
intercede or not, it is undoubtedly a great comfort for the living to bear in mind 
the beloved dead, and to realise once more to themselves the sweet ties which 
bind the.n together, to revive the remembrance of those so endeared to them on 
the most solemn occasions of their lives, when the soul communes with its 


Maker in fervent prayer, and thus to associate these reminiscences with the 


most sacred of their aspirations. It must be an unspeakable consolation 


| to the living to believe that although the dearly beloved have been re-. 


moved from their sight, and can no. longer convey to them the expres- 
sion of the admiration with which the virtues of the deceased filled 
them, can no Jonger render them any service as the token of the gratitude 
for the benefits conferred on them by the departed while yet embodied, it is still 


| in their power to show how warm their. feelings are still for them by imploring 


the All-Merciful to increase the measure of happiness which the worshipper 
hopes they enjoy. This instinct has at all times been most powerful in maukind. 

We know how the ancient Egyptians cherished the memory of their dead, and 
what gifts they offered for the repose of their souls. We all know of the 
Roman Jares and penates. In China this instinct has actually led to the worship 
of the ancestors. The Mass for the dead among the Roman Catholics has 
undoubtedly sprung from this instinct, however much it may have been abused, 

and however gross the superstition into which it has been debased. The Books 


of the Maccabees already offer traces of this holy concern of the living for the — 


dead. After the victory of Gorgias, when objects devoted to idols were found 
on the corpses of several of his men, Judas, according to custom, made a collection 
and sent 12,000 drachmae to Jerusalem for the purpose of bringing sin-offerings 
for the dead. The author then adds: ‘‘In this he acted justly and wisely to 
think of the resurrection ; for if he had not hoped that those that were dead 
would rise again, it would have been a useless and foolish thing to pray for the 
dead” (II. Maccab. xvi. 39). Why, therefore, should our Hascarah and 
Ascabah be ranked among the superstitions? If it is not commanded in the 
Law, it surely is not against the Law. It may well rank among those numeious 
institutions with which tradition, and yery ancient tradition too, has enriched 
and sanctified Judaism, and would well deserve to be introduced, did we not 
find it firmly established—established not less in the ritual than in the popu'ar 
consciousness... 


BRANCHES OF THE ANGLOJEWISH ASSOCIATION IN SOUTH WALES, 
The community, as well as the Anglo-Jewish Association, are to be con- 
gratulated upon the establishment of four Branches of the Association 


| in South Wales-- It is most creditable to these congregations to have 
} so well understood what the individual Jew owes to the whole body, 


and shown such a readiness ready to undertake the discharge of the duty. 
The example set by these congregations deserves to be imitated throughout — 
the whole empire. Indeed, there should not be an individual of the Hebrew 


| race, whether in England or elsewhere, but he or she should be a member of 


some branch. No doubt we are citizens of England. We live with our fellow- 
subjects, we feel for them, and are at one with them. We rejoice in their pros- 
we mourn in their adversity, for it is ours. But while 
civilly and politically indissolubly attached to the country which gave us birth, 
and which so generously took us to her bosom, there are other ties, by no means 
drawing into opposite directions, which racially and religiously bind us in 
spiritual fellowship to a community scattered all over the globe, and large sec- 
tions of which, unfortunately, do not yet enjoy the advantages which are our 
happy | lot. To these sections we owe sacred (duties—duties which the 
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feeling prosperous member of a family owes to his kindred elsewhere exposed to | 
all kinds of vexations, oppression, and even persecution, simply because of 


having sprang from the same ancestry, simply because of believing as he does; 
duties which arise from the consideration of common sufferings in the past, 
and of common hopes and aspirations for the future. Such an Association was 
the more necessary in this island, the more prone the inhabitants are to wrap 
themselves in their insularity, to contract their views even as the sea limits their 
territory, and’ resolve all higher and nobler aspects of life into parochial senti- 
ments. It is this society which has rolled away. the reproach from the Anglo- 


Jewish community of refusing to cast its lot with the other members of the body, | 


that it is willing enough on certain occasions to act a part for them, but not with 
them. The members of the Association have now the satisfaction of knowing, aye 
of feeling, that they are the links of a chain which girdles the globe, or rather the 
nerves of a fine organism, the whole system of which responsively vibrates 
when in the remotest extreme a rough or a smooth substance affects it, that the 


vibration will rapidly reach the centre, re-act and exert its vitalising energy in | 
all directions, and produce powerful manifestations either for aiding or repelling © 


~ the new agency, whether for good or evil, as the case may be. It was reserved 


for this Society to transform into reality the theory expressed by the adage, that 


all Israel are brethren. A most striking example of this has been furnished by 
the terrible calamity which has befallen the Jewish section in Bulgaria. The 
Board of Deputies has, no doubt, exerted itself most laudably. But, apart from 
the aid given it by the Association, the subscription of the English Jews, liberal 
as it is, would have been but asa drop in the sea had not the Universal [sraelitish 
Alliance, with which the Association is in the closest connection, at once set in 
motion the powerful machinery at its disposal. At its appeal the Jews of the 


two continents became astir. From San Francisco in the West to Pest in the | 


East collections were made everywhere, the Jewish heart beat everywhere 
sympathetically, and, with the help of God, there is now hope that a great 
calamity to a whole section of Israel will be averted. Here is an example of the 
beneficent activity of this great organization for the material welfare of Israel. 
This can be appreciated and estimated even by the dullest capacity. But who 
can weigh and measure the intellectual and educational benefits which. this 
organization is conferring on the backward and sloughing masses in the north, 
east and south, to which it has given an impetus such as they have never 
experienced before, which it is rousing from their long slumber, which it ig 
vivifying like an electric strearh, which it is awakening to new spirtual life, and 
whose physical well-being it has promoted more than if it had poured the trea- 
sures of Croesus into their iap by pointing out to them the resources which they 
carry within themselves, and teaching them to utilise them. It is an acknowledged 
fact that the physical misery of the Jews in the East arises from their backward- 
ness in all secular knowledge. When the exiles from the Pyrenean Peninsula 
took refuge in the dominions of the Crescent, they brought with them the useful 
knowledge and civilizing arts which had been their heirloom in the countries 
from whick they had been expelled. They then monopolised all trade in the 
Levant. The proud Osmanlee, who only knew the trade of arms, and who mis- 
trusted the Christians, whom his valour had subdued, was glad to find in the

general population. But soon knowledge began to decay among them ; educa- 
tion was neglected, and the schools fell to pieces. While Greeks and Armenians 
advanced aud more and more appropriated to themselves western civilization 
and western culture, the Jews in the same measure retrograded. They became 
less and less fit to discharge the functions with which their fathers were once 
trusted. By degiees they were ousted from all honourable and profitable posts, 
and at last sank down to be the drawers of water and hewers of wood of the 
genéral population. It is this new organization, represented in England by the

feeling of self-reliance. Such are the fruits of this mighty organization. It is 
stil! ‘n its infancy.

| THE SHEFFIELD SQUABBLE. 
We have only last week commented upon those grievous congregatio al 

squabbles which from time to time disgrace provincial communities, and should 
not have recurred to it again but for a peculiar feature which marked the 
Sheffield quarrel. It did not arise from individual ill-will or any personal 
wrong, but proceeded from mistaken religious zeal. The aggrieved member 
was married to a Christian, and thus had become obnoxious to his assailant 
when the two met within the synagogal precints and on business, from which it 
~ might be assumed the married man had excluded himself. Now there is no 


excuse whatever for insult, and still less for an assault, because a man chooses 


to take his own course in a religious matter. For this he is responsible to 
God, and not to man. If punishment is to be inflicted it must be purely of a 
religious character ; the moment it assumes any other form it becomes religious 
persecution, and must be repressed by every means which the law affords. The 
Sheffield Congregation would be in its full right were it to exclude the man 


“marrying a Christian woman® from all religious communion, and refuse him all —

Bat beyond this it cannot and must not go. Such exclusion could be fully 
justified not only on religious, but still more so on moral grounds. This must 
be conceded by every one acquainted with the marriage service as described in 
the Book of Common Prayer. A son or a daughter of Israel, who, withou 

being convinced of the truth of Christianity, consents to be married in accord- 
ance with this service, plays with one of the most sacred institutions upon 
which society rests, shamelessly acts the hypocrite and perjurer, and is guilty of 
one of the gravest offences which a rational being can commit. He or she who 


in their heart of hearts repudiate that distinguishing doctrine between Judaism 


and Christianity, for the denial of which their fathersand mothers have been visited 
by every atrocity, every ignominy, and every degradation to which a human being 
can be subjected, tacitly assent to it, and if not by word of mouth, certainly by 


their behaviour and acts more eloquent than by any speech, make believe that they 


accept it in its full import, and thus set an example of gross immorality which 
we lack words to characterise, but which if generally followed would undermine 
all religion, destroy all belief in good faith, and transform all solemn promises 
into mockery. Just listen to the terms with which the son of Israel, married in 


| church, has to plight his troth: “ With this ring I thee wed, with my body I thee 


worship, and with all my worldly good I thee endow; in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.” And the marrying daughter 
of Israel is to accept the troth plighted by the ring in the name of this Trinity! | 
Indeed, throughout the whole service the Trinity is prominent. The prayer 


offered up for the newly-married couple, to which they must listen kneeling, is 


offered up in the name of Jesus ; the completion of the ceremony is announced 
in the name of the Trinity ; the blessing is pronounced on them in the name of 
the Trinity ; so are all other prayers, and the instructions given them are all. 
derived from the epistles, and all pervaded with references to the mystic marriage 
between Christ and his Church. The man or woman married according to this 
fashion have publicly renounced the ancestral religion, whatever they may 
profess in their heart. They are grave offenders both against morality and the 
two religions profaned by them. A Jewish congregation would, therefore, be 
fully justified for such offence to exclude them from religious fellowship, but 
nothing beyond. The remainder must be left to their God and ‘their consciences. 
These are considerations apart from the grave complications and struggies 
which must arise should such a couple be ever blessed with a family. Is a 
bargain to be made beforehand what religion the children should follow, 
whether they should on Saturday attend synagogue or on Sunday church, or 
both, and proclaim in the synagogue, ‘‘ Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is one,” 
and at church, ‘There are three who are one”; at synagogue, ‘‘ Thou shalt 
have no other gods before Me,” and at church conclude every prayer, ‘“ In the 
name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost”? O unholy bargain, O soul- 
destroying compromise! Is all honesty to depart from family life? Are all 
members to be biought up in falsehood and hypocrisy ? Suck are the unfor- 
tunate fruits of a mixed marriage. Such are the consequences of the com- 
promise made between God and Satan. These remarks, we believe, will be 
quite a sufficient answer to the Shefield Telegraph, which, in its comments on 
this squabble, is of opinion that the time has come for such social and religious 
prejudices, as our contemporary is pleased to call mixed marriages, to pass 
away, and states that ‘a different example has been set, as we know, in high 
quarters. There are no richer, more influential ur more highly respected Jewish

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON EXAMINATIONS AND TAE JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1z,—Will you permit me to state for the information of Mr. H. J. Jacobs 
and others who are interested in the Examinations at the University of London 
that the alteration in the date of the 2nd B.A. Examination from the fourth to 
first Monday in October has not escaped attention. As long ago asthe month of 
June last I addressed a letter to the Registrar of the University, pointing out the 
 gerious inconvenience Jewish candidates would suffer should the proposed altera- 

tion be carried, the official answer which I received, and which I beg to subjoin, 


shows at once that the Senate of the University may be safely trusted to amend — 


the alteration in a way that will prove entirely satisfactory to legitimate scruples. 
The University of London is too well-known for its perfect liberality in matters 
affecting religious observances to leave any doubt in the matter. I may mention 
as a proof that in the Matriculation Examination the hour for taking the 


Chemistry paper on Friday was altered from three to two to meet the case of 


Jewish candidates. Owing to the intervention of the long vacation, I have not 


_ pursued the correspondence with the University authorities, but should I find © 
this week that the result of the Senate’s deliberations are not yet known, I shall

Nor is the following 
assertion, “ The; whole building of the Temple would have stood twice over 
within this cathedral,” made by one every way aualified to form .a correct judg- 
ment on all important points connected with Jewish history, less seeming! 

opp«sed to various facts that may be ciied from the Books of Kings, Chronicles, 
and Prophets. For instance, when we read 1 Kings (ch. 5. v. 13), that though 


Solomon raised levies af artificers and labourers, in all amounting to one hundred — 


and eighty thousand, yet even with such a force it took seven years to complete 
the glorious structure ; and, further, that there were employed therein threo 
thousand three hundred officers, or overseers, it appears utterly incredible that 
the Jewish Temple was but half the size of any Chri-tian cathedral ; while it 
must also be conceded that it would require a building of huge dimension which 
would permit the congregants assembled within to hearken with devotion to the 
sacred Psalms of Praise intoned by the Levites (11 Chron. ch. 5, v. 10), accom- 
panied by cymbals, psalteries, and harps, besides one hundred and twenty 
trumpets sounded by the priests, the “trnmpets and singers being as one—to 
make one sound, to be heard in praising and thanking the Lord.” Surely no 
slight degree of importance could be attached to this subject when we note the 


_ conclusion which the reverend preacher deduces from the assumed fact that the 


dimensions of the Jewish Temple of old fell short of the Christian cathedral of 
the present day. Mark his words: “The more capacious, the more beautiful, 
the more calculated the church or cathedral to express the hearts and feelings 
and imagination, and the reason and conscience of the whole congregation, the

. TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
S1r,—Now that the season has commenced for meetings of the Council, when 
most important questions are likely to arise, it would be well if those who are 
rivileged to take part in its deliberations should think well of their responsi- 
ilities and attend to the duties which they have voluntarily taken upon 
themselves. I refer more especially to those who represent constituent syna- 
gogues. A great deal has been frequently said of the little power vested in the 


constituents, but if carefully inquired into they will find that they have great 


powers to wield if they exercise proper precaution in electing fit and proper 


| men to represent their interests—and not mere dummies—whose only. claim to 


distinction is that they are sufficiently energetic to get sufficient votes to carry 


| an election, irrespective of their fitness or leisure to attend to their duties. 
| Whilst on this subject, the public may be reminded that the Council is 


comprised of three elements: the life membership, nominees, representatives. 
- The first-named are not responsible to any one for their votes ; the second 


are put there by the Council; the third, which is the most important, are elected 


by the synagogues under the Union, and are responsible to the electors for their 
votes ; and as they comprise an overwhelming majority of the whole body, 
they have, whenever an attempt is{made to interfere with the rights and privileges 
of the constituent synagogues, the power to prevent any such attempt, indeed, 
if they remember the story of the bundle of sticks, they can initiate and car 
greater powers for their local bodies, and even amend the present Act of Parlia- 
ment, should it be found desirable. | 

The Wardens’ duty npg | is that whenever they see any business on the 
Agenda likely to trespass on the rights of their synagogue, to couvene a meeting 
of the Board of Management, to enable them to take action if necessary. If 
they resolve to oppose it, they may send their resolution to the Council and 
copies to their representatives, asking them to be in their places at the Council 
and vote as they think best for the interests of their constituents. By action of 
this kind, a great deal of the fear so often expressed would be dispelled, and we 
should cease to hear the regrets expressed that we allowed ourselves to join the 
Union.

THE REV. KOHN-ZEDEK. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH OHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—It was my privilege on Sabbath last to attend the afternoon service 
held at the Fashion Street Synagogue, and to listen to a very able discourse 
delivered in pure German by the Rev. Joseph Kohn-Zedek. The audience was 
numerous and attentive, and seemed much edified with the teachings of the 
preacher.

Green, suggests that the Yad Hachazakah of Maimonides should be more generally 
taught. This is already done in the excellent classes conducted at the Beth 
Hamedrash by the Rev. B, Spiers, the Dayan and Librarian. “M R.” continues: In 
my humble opinion the only way to obtain true piety and devotion in our synagogue 
service is to evoke an enthusiasm for our religion and for Hebrew learning... There 
is nothing in Orthodox Judaism incompatible with the times in which we live. We 
can progress without necessarily shaking the very foundations of our religion. The 
reform we require is the teaching the young the meaning of al! our forms and 
ceremonies and to imbue them with Faith and a love for the precepts of Judaism. 
Secessions from the main body of Jews is no new thing. These seceding bodies, 
however, have soon disappeared. Where are now the Sadducees of old? The 
religion of the Pharisees, on the other hand, remains intact all over the globe. Even 
in the darkest ages these Pharisees produced the greatest lights. The world is now 
beginning to recognise them as a superior intelligent race. They are firm in their 
belief and will remain so until the Redeemer shall come and restore them to Zion. 
I conclude in the words of Maimonides, ‘“‘ Although His coming be delayed, for all

THe Moses Monreriore”’ LITeRARY AND ArT Sociery.—An amateur 
dramatic entertainment was given at the St James’s Theatre by this society, on 
Saturday evening last, in aid of the Turkish Compassionate Fund, and, with 
some little variation, was repeated on Monday evening, in aid of the Indian 
Famine Relief Fund. The pieces selected for representation were “ New 
Men and Old Acres,” ‘An Old Score,” and the Farce of “The Boarding 
School.” The society has, by the excellence of its amateur dramatic represen- 
tation, already obtained such well-deserved: celebrity, that it would be sufficient 
to say that on this occasion it maintained its usual standard, nor indeed would it 


be generous to criticise too closely the efforts of an amateur company given in 


aid of a charitable object. But we feel no hesitation in saying that criticism, 


and sharp criticism too, may fairly be challenged with respect to the performances 


given on Saturday and Monday. We may truly say they passed off without a 
hitch of any kind, whilst many a professional might well envy the dramatic art 
displayed by one or two of the amateurs at St. ; ames’s, notably, Mrs. De Solla 
and Mr. H. Laurance. This lady,in pourtraying the character of Lady Matilda — 
Vavasour in “ New Men and Old Acres,” and as the governess in the “ Boarding 
School,’’ entered thoroughly into the character of the piece, and elicited from a 


crowded and fashionable house, continued and well-meriied applause. Mr. H. 
| Laurance, as “ Bunter” in the same piece, likewise displayed very considerable 


histrionic talent. To this gentleman’s energy aud skill is due the general 


success of the performances, for the whole management and administration 


of the excellent entertainments fell upon his shoulders. Miss Fanny 
Albert as “Lilian Vanvasour” was vivacious and fascinating, and was 
not less so as Miss Blythe in the “Boarding School.” Her appearance 
on the stage was the signal for loud and long-continued applau-e The 
other characters were likewise very ably sustained. Mrs. Ernest Barnett 
caused much merriment by her impersonation of an ignorant and fussy old 
woman, as did also Mr Philip C. Samuels in his character of a German and of 
an Irishman.

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THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 


— 


Those who are acquainted with the modern history of the Jews, will find old © 
acquaintances in the reasons given further on for the disabilities of the Jews in 


Roumania. Precisely the same was the case in Austria during the period of the 
oppression of the Jews. There was the same outcry : We mist keep down the 
Jews or they will devour us all. Of course, as the Jew was excluded from 
every profes-ion and trade, nothing remained to him but to lend money, and to 
lend it at as high aniuterest as possible. But the momentthe exceptional laws were 


abolished, the pretext for the oppression of the Jews ceased as though charmed | 


away by a magic wand. The Jews in Austria are much more numerous than 
they were, much wealthier and much more ivfiuential, but money-lending as a 
business has almost entirely disappeared among them, for the simple reason that 


all other careers have been thrown open to them. Let Roumania follow the 


example of Austria, and the same consequence will ensue. But while the Jew 
is oppressed and persecuted, nothing, of course, remains to him but to pursue 
the only occupation left open to him. ee 
Precisely the same was the case in Alsace, and so loud were the complaints 
that the Emperor Napoleon I. at one time greatly curtailed the rights of the Jews. 
But not a whisper of such a complaint is now heard in Alsace —for the reason 
stated with respect to Austria. : 
These are matters suggested by common sense. It is therefore surprising 
that a correspondent of so enlightened and influential a paper as the Graphic

should not have perceived them, but should make himself the echo of Roumanian- 


Bigotry aud Fanaticism. This is a reply to the following remarks which 


appeared in the Jast number of the Graphic, being made by its Bucharest 
correspondent : | | | 


“We have heard a great deal of the harsh treatment of members of the Israeli- 
tish persuasion in Roumania of late years, how, although born in Roumania they are 
not Roumans, how that they cannot reside in any town or village without special 
‘permission, and how that they are prohibited from purchasing or renting land, or 


keeping inns, or even from trading in tobacco, but on further examination there | 


seems to be some reason for all these harsh measures. The Roumanians, from the 
greatest Boyard to the humblest peasant, are all head and ears in debt, and neverthe- 
less insist on maintaining a magnificent style which necessitates great expense. 
Bucharest tiies to imitate Paris and her fashions, and as the Roumanians by no 
means possess the income or resources of the Parisians, they have but one alternative, 
to borrow money. ‘The Roumanian,’ writes a Standard correspondent, ‘is quite 
happy, when his love affairs go smoothly, and the usurer has advanced 25 per cent. 
upon his whole revenue. What matters any ‘necessary’ in the world if 
costly superfluities be obtainable at any price, and Chloe do not frown. They ask 
nothing of the gods, but to be leftin peace to their eternal love-making, until the deluge 
comes and the Jews have eaten them up.’ After this it is hardly to be wondered at 
that the government is doing its best to stave off the ‘deluge,’ for if the Jews were 
to hold land, and admitted to all social and mercantile privileges, there is but little 
doubt but that the Rouman himself would sink into a position of utter poverty and 
insignificance. Our sketch represents the exterior of the Bucharest Bourse, now 
somewhat more thronged than usual with gentlemen of the Israclitish persuasion, 
who have, as may be seen from their white caps, taken service in large quantities 
under the Russian Government in the Commissariat and Supply Department, a branch 
of army business which Jews have almost monopolized from time immemorial.” 


KISCHENEFF. 


— 


A correspondent of the Magid gives an account of Kischeneff and Bessarabia in 
general (of which this city is thé capital), which is not devoid of general interest. 
‘We therefore make a few extracts from it. Bessarabia is exceedingly fruitful, pro- 
ducing abundantly all kinds of cereals, tobacco and excellent wine. 
province has passed from Turkish into Russian dominion the Jews have greatly 
increased, the trae of nearly the whole country being in their hands. The inhabi- 
tants are mostly Roumanians, Bulgarians Armenians, and only a few Russians. The 
Jews are acquainted with the several languages of the natives. There are now 
about 200,000 Jews in the province, 25,000 are at Kischeneff, many of whom are 
wealthy. There exists a law which forbids the Jews to reside within 50 versts of the 
frontier of Roumania, But this law has now fallen into desuetude. | 

There are sixty-three synagogues in the city. The Jews there have pretty much 
their own way, and there prevails great religious toleration. While, for instance, in 
the district of Cherson a Jew would hardly venture to e:ect a tabernacle (MDD) in 
the street because the Russians would mock at it, and the mob pull it down, 
the Jews of Kischeneff erect their tabernacles without hindrance in the public place. 
And in the market-place, where the poor Jews congregate, sellirg all kinds of wares, 
which is always crowded with Russians, Bulgarians, Roumanians, Greeks and Ar- 
menians, the beadle of the synagogue may be seen with a palm-branch (3>}>) in his 
hand, offering it to his coretigionists to pronounce the customary blessing. The Jews 
have there an academy for the study of the Talmud. But little is achieved in this field. 
There is a Talmad Torah School. But its director is a great opponent of all Hebrew 
studies. The community also has a hospital of its own, for which 17,00 roubles are 
annually raised from the meat-tax. 

There were lately in it eight Jewish soldiers wounded at Plevna. They burnt 
with zeal to return to the army in order to avenge the defeat suffered by the Kussians. 
During the last Day of Atonément several high Russian officers visited the syna- 
gogues, and were struck with the devotion of the Jews, especially when they learned 


that all the worshippers were fasting, and would remain in prayer the whole day, 


They then requested the Jews to offer up prayers for them, and desired to hand them 
over free-will offerings for the support of the synagogue. They were, however, tald 
tiat on this sacred day no money could be recetved, bnt were shown the charity 


boxes in which they might deposit what they liked. A considerable amount of © 


money was then cast by the officers into these boxes. Education is making great 
progress among the Jews here. Some years ago not a single Jewish boy attended 
& public school. At present fifteen per cent. of the scholars in the grammar school 
(gymnasium) are Jews. This educational progress is in a great measure owing to 
tue activity of one individual, who devotes himself with all his might to the promo- 
tion of learning among the masses, gives or lends them useful books, and aids all 
those who apply themselves ta the study of Hebrew. |

PrestH.—Three hundred and fifty Jewish Turkish fugitives, who were saved 
from the brutality of the Bulgarians at Kasanlik by the Russians, have arrived at Pesth. 
They intend going to Constantirople vid Trieste. The journey is undertaken under 
the auspices of the Alliance of Vienna, in compliance with the wishes of the 
fugitives. They were received by a dragoman sent by the Turkish congregation of 

ienna. They came in a steamer from Orsova, which was hired for the purpose by 


the Alliance of Vienna. The dragoman will accompany them as far as Trieste,—

JERUSALEM. 


[TRANSLATED FROM TIE HEBREW. | 
HOLY CITY OF JERUSALEM, HESHVAN 4, 5638. 


Peace and honour to the editor of the Jewish Chronicle in the metropolis 
May the City of God soon be built! 

Another year has passed without much change here, except that God has 
caused the sun to blaze forth with extraordinary power, so that his rays pour 
down upon our heads as though we were in the month of Tamuz. The conge- 
quence is a great increase of fever, inflammation of the eyes and other diseases, 
so that the hospitals are filled with patients, and the physicians are busy night 
and day in visiting the sick. The delicate children are most to be pitied. 
May God have mercy on His people and send healing to all their sick, and also 
send us rain, rain of ' lessing, and in abundance! for rain would soon restore us 
to health. Perhaps that rain would also bring us plenty, and thus put a stop to 
the misery brought on by the present high prices. 

I have now to acquaint you with a wicked deed which was perpetrated here at 
Jerusalem in public, the victims of which have been our poor brethren, who cry 
in vain for redress. ‘The difficulty which there is to obtain efficient protection 
from the authorities, gives rise to the desire among the Jews to place themselves 
under the protection of some foreign power which would plead tor them in their 
trouble and obtain for them that justice which they cannot obtain without 
powerful patronage. This desire was still more vehemently felt at the outbreak 
oi the present war, which excited the fanaticism of the Moslems and foreboded 
little good to those without protection. Of this desire the cunning Consul of 
the United States of America availed himself.“ He made kuown in the com- 
munity that he was ready to grant protection to all applicants. The consequence 
was that nearly all those Jews who were without the protection of come 
European gevernient applied to him, and paying him a fee of 20 francs and to 
the employés about five francs, they received the desired documents duly 
signed and sealed by him. Within a fortnight the Consul thus received about 
10.000 francs and his employés about 3,000 francs. The Jews were greatly — 
rejoiced, | 

But, alas, the joy did not last long; for when one of these protégés had 
occasion to piesent himself before the Turkish authorities and was asked what 
conntry man he was, and replied that he was an American protégé, they laughed 
at him, raying: “Thou art a Turkish subject just as we are. The American 
Consul has had a joke with you.” This was also the reply given to two or 
three other persons; and when they applied to the Consul he did not heed them, 
and bis employés put them off from day to day. Thus, the summer and the 
autumn passed, the dupes waiting in vain for the promised passports being 


—confi:med by the ministry. 


Meanwhile, a new Consul came and he told these dupes that the whole was 
a deception, and the passports received by them were quite worthless. At the 
same time he gave them to understand that he possessed greater authority, and 
that for a consideration he could obtain for them the desired protection. And 
now these miserable persons are quite perplexed, for some of them have given 
all their savings and others have pawned what they had to raise the required 
fees. Where are they to get the money to pay fresh fees? Meanwhile, the 
Turkish authorities harass them with their demands, so that these poor persons 
are in a very sad plight. For this reason | have volunteered to bring the matter 
under your notice. in the hope that the grievance of these poor persons will find 
redress by their either obtaining the paid-for protection or by their receiving 
their money back. Perhaps you could assist us in obtaining justice through the 
American Ambassador in England, or submit our complaint to the American 
Jewish Board of Delegates, who might bring the subject before the courts of 
law of their country. This is the more desirable, as the amount forwarded to - 
the Holy Gand from America through the sane Consul, reached us only after 
the deduction of ten per cent. In order to establish the truthfulness of these 
statements aud to make known the name of the Consul, I borrowed his passport 
from one of these dupes for which.a fee of £1 was paid, and I now beg to

On Yom Kippur he read the prayers throughout, besides deliveriag a sermon suitable 
for the occasion, As Mr. Martinez commenced the last service on the Day of 
Atonement, the congregation were surprised at seeing the infant son of Mr. 8. L. 
Lansburgh present the minister with a Shofar for the use of the congregation. It 
had been intended to have been used on Rosh Hoshanah, but did not arrive for some 
days after. Hence our surprise was great. This 1s the first time the sound of the 
Shofar has been heard in this part of the world. All we now require is a Sepher, 
which no doubt we will have shortly. I can assure you that the way in which 
everything was conducted met with the approval of our little congregation, and I 
am satisfied we can vie with much larger and more favoured cities for the strict 
observance of our holy faith. The directors of the Congregation “ Shearith Israel” 
deserve great praise for their indefatigable zeal. The Hera was organised about 
eighteen months ago, and they have been able to erect a fence around the cemetery, 
and to build the house on it with every requisite. The following gentlemen were

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


THE trial of the persons who were charged with the crime popularly known as the 


Penge murder, has once more brought the subject of Capital Punishment to the 
front. The papers have teemed with letters on the matter, and meetings have been 
held and all kinds of arguments have been brought forward pro and con. It will be 
easily imagined that nothing new can be said on a subject which has now for years 
been discussed by the most eminent jurists. It has been exhaustively treated. 
All that the disputants have done, and in fact can do, is to reproduce the old 
hash. And if we come forward with some few remarks, it is not because we 


Can exhibit any new view, but because we are anxious to place in their true. 


light the arguments which have been based one way or another on the Hebrew 
Scriptures, It is true that even these arguments have been repeatedly examined 

Y us on former occasions. But while those disputants who appeal to the Bible 
choose to ignore the side of the question not in harmony with their opinion, or 
have never given sufficient heed to that side, we must not weary to reproduce 
again what has been stated before at the very risk of becoming tedious to those 
Who have viewed the question in all its aspects, 

_ However, before we enter on the subject we will clear the road. We must 
‘distinguish between tke opinions which we ourselves have formed on Capital 


Punishment and the a:xthoritative statements made inthe Bible onthe subject ; and 
this course we are at liberty to pursue irrespective of the result we may arrive at, 
since practically the question has been finally solved long ago by the Talmudical 
law of the land is the law. In all matters 
which do not involve religious questions, the Jew, it is acknowledged in all his 


_ religious codes, is bound to obey the law of the land whatever the law of his 


own code may be. Now, the conclusion which we have arrived at is that the 


problem in question does not admit of a general solution either in the affirmative | 


or negative. Whether Capital Punishment may be abolished witl safety to 
society depends upon a number of conditions varying in different climes and 
in different ages, according to the degree of culture occupied by a given 
population, its moral and religious state, its character and temper, and a 
multiplicity of other local circumstances and influences, which each legislature 
has to discern for itself. The abolition of Capital Punishment may work well 
in one country and yet might prove most mischievous if introduced in another. 
It does not follow because, for instance, as is averred (which may, however, be 
greatly doubted), that the abolition of Capital Punishment resulted in a diminu- 
tion of murder in ltaly it would have the same effect in England. 

Nor can we admit opposition to it on the ground that circumstantial 
evidence is so apt to mislead. On the contrary, we hold that, due precautions 
being taken and the necessary tests applied, circumstantial evidence is a much 
safer gnide than direct evidence. The latter, of course, can only emanate from 
witnesses who in their testimony depend upon their senses. Now, we hold that 
no evidence is more deceptive than that depending upon the senses. They 

‘prove but too often treacherous. Of the five senses man has to depend upon, 
three are so circumscribed in their range and so vague in their perception, that 
we suppose no jury would place implicit faith in them. There only remain 
hearing and sight. Now, we all know the thousands of gradations that lie 
between extreme acuteness and dullness, We all have heard of the maestro to 
whose delicate ear the slightest dissonance in the concert is a torture, and the 
boor whose delight is the squeaking of a bagpipe. We have all read of the 
morbidly imaginative and extatic who mistake an inward call for an external 
voice, and of the sick man, with all sorts of weird sounds in his head, who 
cannot distinguish between the ringing and knocking in his brain and the 
noises outside. We all know from experience how apt the ear is to mistake 
sound for sound, how prone the imagination is to substitute a word of its 


interpretation for that really spoken, and how gesture and tone modify or — 


altogether alter the eense of the word heard. In all these cases a witness may 
be honest in his evidence and may be most anxious to state nothing but the 
truth, and yet testify to falsehood. dat 

— It is just the same with sight. How many are there who cannot discern 
shades of differences in colour, or are altogether colour-blind, who have no 
notion of distances, numbers or forms. Indeed, the eye to be reliable in its 
evidence requires Jonger and more careful training than any of the other senses. 
It is but slowly developing ; and we think it has been satisfactorily shown that 
the sight of different nations at different periods differed considerably. We think 
it has been satisfactorily shown that the sense of colour among the ancients was 
very vague, and that distinctions readily enough perceived by the moderns were 
only vaguely discerned by them, if at all. Mr. GLADSTONE, in a most interesting 
paper lately published in a monthly, has shown that such was the case 
among the ancient Greeks, and if we can rely upon linguistic evidence it was 
certainly also the case among the Hebrews of old. We may not enter into a 
linguistical disquisition. But if we consider that the root, which in Hebrew means 
white (j39), was formed into nouns, which undoubtedly mean * moon ” (7935) and 
“ brick ” (935), although neither would be considered by us as white, and that 
“black” and “morning dawn” are expressed by the same root (nv), meaning 
glossy, we think that there can belittle doubt that the population which could fami- 
liarly use these words could have had no such nice discrimination of colours as we 
possess. Such vagueness in the nomenclature of colours has also been shown 
by the author of the “mythology in the Bible,” to have existed among the Arabs 
of old, and the erudite much lamented philologist, Lazarus GerIcER, we believe, 
arrived at the same conclusion in his linguistical studies. How after this can 
the testimony of the eye be considered as safe evidence? How different with 
circumstantial evidence, if the single constituents, like so many links, so closely 
fit each other, and so naturally fall into their right places, as to form a perfect 


chain. In such a case, the theory of probabilities would establish almost with 


mathematical certainty that an error was all but impossible, and this certainty 
would increase with the length of the chain and the close fitness of the links, 


If in such a case the judge has only taken the precaution sufficiently to test 


this fitness, and convinced himself that the chain is sufficiently long to exclude — 
chances, he possesses a guide for his judgment much safer than any amount of 
direct evidence could afford. | Ae 
On these points, however, we may or may not be mistaken. We are 
however, not mistaken if we declare that the divine code distinctly sanctions 
capital punishment, although in practice it has been wonderfully restricted by 
the limitations introduced by the rabbis. It is true that the verse so often 


referred to by the advocates of capital punishment, “ He that sheddeth man’s _ 


blood by man his blood shall be shed,” proves nothing, since the phrase “shall 
be shed” may alsu be rendered “will be shed,” simply predicting the fact, or 
“‘ may te shed,”’ which would be simply permissive. But there are other texts 
in the Bible, the wording of which admits no doubt, Take, for instance, 
Exodus xxi. 12, “ He that smiteth a man, so that he die shall be surely put to 
death,” The punishment, however, was not to be inflicted in application of the 
so-called lex talionis, for in so far as the feeling of vindictiveness is assumed to 
underlie it, it was quite unknown to the Jewish penal code. The law distinctly 
enjoined “ Thou shalt not exercise vengeance” Elsewhere

_ Capital punishment was enjoined in the case of murder, in conformity with 
the general principle so happily expressed by the rabbis M7) 7323 7719 (measure 


for measure), which was recoguised by the founder of Christianity, when he | 


deciared by “the measure you mete out shall be meted out to you,” and which 
is distinctly laid down in the Law in the case of a false witness, who was to be 
treated as he intended his victim to be treated (MWYy> Dt Wed). Of this 
principle the famous passage “eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot, ” is a mere illustration as correctly understood by the rabbis, aud by no 
means an injunction. The general principle “measure for measure” was to extend 
to all cases of wrong of whatever nature, whether affecting property, honour, limb, 
ot life, in so far as it was compatible with strict justice. This was the principle 
laid down in the divine code, which was to serve as guidance to the judges in 
their sentence. About the other principles, that the punishment should be 
corrective and deterrent, contended fir by modern jurisconsults, the Law of 
Moses did not concern itself, although the just application of the priuciple, 


“measure for measure,” it may be easily perceived, must prove a powerful © 


deterrent. | 


In many cases it would appear that this was distinctly aimed at by the 


law, although not clearly expressed. ‘Thus the cattle-lifter had to make a four- 
fold and even a five-fold restitution of the beasts stolen. The strict application 
of the principle “measure for measure” as well as justice, would only have 
required the restitution of the abstracted property and a compensation for the 
loss sustained by the owner. But such a treatment of the thief would not have 
proved deterrent. He-would only have had, if caught, to forego the advantage 
unjustly obtained by his crime. But the consciousness that in case of discovery he 
would in addition have to give up four or five of his own beasts, in other words 
would have to pay a heavy fine apart from the disgrace incurred, was well 
calcuiated to act as a deterrent. This penal law, the principle of whieh was laid 
down in the Pentateuch, as well as the illustrations thereof in the special cases 
described, have been fully developed in subsequent ages by the rabbis, especially 
the Sanhedrin, so that it formed a model of hnmanity not yet reached by the most 
humane of modern legislatures. A learned writer in the Contemporary Review 
observes : | 


“In nothing is the Mishna more expressive than in the contrast recognised at 
this early time between civil and criminal proceedings—judgments ‘of money’ and 
judgments ‘of the life. Even with regard to the former, their rules strike the 
modern mind as Jeaning to the side of pedantic caution. But with regard to 
criminal, and especially to capital cases, there can be no doubt that long before the 
time of Jesus, the value set by the law upon the life of a Hebrew citizen had led to 
extraordinary precautions. What have been called the four great rules of their 
jurisprudence—a strictness in the accusation, publicity in discussion, full freedom 
granted to the accused, and assurance against all dangers of errors of testimony— 
are carried out even in the Mishna in minute and scrupulous rules, leaning almost 
ostentatiously in every point to the side of the accused, and having force most of all 
in the case of a trial for life. Indeed, so far does this go, that modern Jews have 
been disposed to represent capital punishment as abhorrent to the whole genius of 
Hebrew jurisprudence. We read in the Oral Law the saying of Eleazer, the son of 
, Azarias, that ‘the Sanhedrin which so often as once in seven years condemns a man 
to death is a slaughter-house,’ 


From this it will be seen that although Capital Punishment was not abolished, 
yet so many precautions were taken and the proceedings hedged in with so 
many formalities and controlled by so many checks, that the conviction of an 
innocent person was almost an impossibility.

“Tt seems certain,” says Flume, “that according to the natural progress of 
human thought the ignorant multitude must first entertain some grovelling and 
familiar notion of superior powers before they stretch the:r conception to that 
perfect Being who bestowed order on the whole frame of nature. We may as 
well reasonably imagine that men inhabited pataces before huts and cottages, 
or studied geometry before agriculture, as to assert that the Deity appears to 
them a pure spirit omniscient, omnipotent and omnipresent before He was 
apprehended to be a powerful though limited being, with human passions and 
appetites, limbs and organs.” — | | 

This view I hold to be unasailable. Man’s idea of the Supreme and his 
estimate of the worship due to that almighty perfection must necessarily have 


been of slow growth. The Bible affords us the clearest evidence of the earliest 
steps in man’s progress in the knowledze and expression of things divine. 


Nothing was more natural than that the first Adam should, child-like, 
attempt to hide himself behind a screen of thick trees, and to fancy that he 
could thus conceal himself and his sin from the gaze of an offended Deity whom 


he imagined to be walking in the garden to refresh Himsclf in the cool of the 


day. The story of the Bible in its exquisitely simple narrative of the Fall 
is as transcendently beautiful as it 1s profoundly and philosophically true. It 
is the picture-history of the human race when men were children thousands of 
years ago and as children many races, otherwise men of mental growth, so re- 
main in regard to religion and religious worship. What men still believe—or 
fancy they believe—in perfect faith, in relation to God and alleged iniermediaries, 
striving how they can pacify the one and cheat the other; how they can play hide 
and seek, like the old Adam behind thick trees, superstitions of their own planting ; 
how attempt to cajole Heaveii with paltry excuses and childish evasions, and 
verbal mummeries and mwystery-tricks, is strange indeed, and ludicrous beyond 
expression. And all this yet going on in an age when the knowledge of God 
through nature and history is increased on all sides as the waters cover the seas, 
When. will men of stature cease to be children in religion? Echo answers, 
when? This question, the great problein of this so-ca'led nineteenth century, 
is easier put than solved! My task is au easier one to construe. I have simply 
to trace man’s GROWTH in religion. Hume seemingly supplies the ground work, - 
So thought Hume. The Bible, according to the Talmud and the Midrash, how- 
ever, gives us the true starting-point. Had Hume been a Jew he could and 
would there have sought for the primitive data of man’s sentient development, 
In the earliest records (Genesis iv. 26), we read: “And to Seth (hek. settler) 
to him also there was born a son, and he called his name Enos (heb. frailty) 
then began man—2M\n IN—(urged by his weakvess, his bewilderment and his 


 presumption—the term 9717 being all-embraciug) “ to call upon the name of 


the Lord” to pray. | 
It was not, then, speculative philosophy nor the pure love of a glorious 
ideality, nor the knowledge of the kinship of the creature with the Creator that 
first drew man to God. It was from no refined conception of the Deity that 
man was urged with trembling awe and solemn curiosity to trace the mystery 
of causation. It was not to ennoble his own being nor to sanctify withal the 
troublous phases of humamity that man was instinctively impelled to pray and to 
praise. It was rather his wants, his hopes, his passions, his frailty, his fears that 
prompted him by turns to seek beyond the narrow sphere of his’ own prodding 
experiences ; to climb the ladder that reaches by steps, countless as the sands of 
the sea-shore, from the earth of man to the dwelling of the controlling power— 


the ladder on which angels—man’s prayers and aspirations are ever ascending 


and descending in the ratio of man’s accelerating intelligence. And as these 
prayers and aspirations—the fruition of man’s own ripening thoughts —mount up 
in holiness, in spimtual intuitions, so they approach nearer and nearer still, to the 
‘¢ Spirit of all flesh,” that erst made and still makes man man, And so going — 
and so returning these aspiiations at last reach the highest step in the ladder’s 
altitude over +gainst which rests the glory of Gol— the true Schinah, indicatin 
that there is nothing so distant or so near, so great or so small, so high or 80 
low, which is beneath or beyond the range of God’s providentia! ken and care—_ 
that the clod of earth on which the wanderer in life’s journey lies and dreams is, 
unless profaned by man—All Holy, fitted thereon to rear a House of God, 


apyap ory Rabbi Chija and Rabbi Janoi, so read the words “ and 


the angels of the Lord were ascending and descending ” on the laeder of the 
vision; one opining that the vision indicated external objects—that 
should be rendered “thereon” —and the other, that should be rendered

Just | 


think how and to what extent Jewish ideas have leavened mankind. The 
more men think, the freer the thought, the more exalted the more philosophical 


the thought, the more Judaised the world thereby becomes, and is unquestion- 


ably daily becoming. Men’s prejudices still stand in the way, or they would 
otherwise acknowledge that the religion of the civilized world—minus pagan 
superstitions—is essentially Jewish, and when this pagan element shall be cast 
aside—and intelligence is doing that fast enough—the residuum must be pure 
Judaism. How like is Judaism to its prototype Jacob. Judaism has by its sole 
power rolled away, like Jacob of old, the heavy stone placed by cunning shep- 
herds on the well of living waters, and watered the thirsting flocks that lay 


famished round the well for the refreshing draught of the perennial stream. The- 


interested shepherds conspired, as they always so conspired, tugether to keep 
the flocks waiting their own pleasure, and determining the quantity of water 
alas! how much in quantity and how little in quality wherewith to quench the 
burning thirst. They and they only presumed to be the guardians of the Holy 
Well. Jacob by his prowess unsealed the well and gave drink to all. And 
as in the past, so in the present and so in the future. Priestcraft yet claims the 
guardianship of the stream of life, the flocks are athirst--the simple bleating 
sheep led by women’s hands languish, and the work Judaism has to do, is to 
roll away the crushing stone that imprisons thought, to send forth the copious 
gushing stream of intelligence, and to accomplish thereby the fulfilment of the 
promise, “for my house,” says Israel’s God, “shall be called the House of 
Prayer for ali the peoples.” In this sense MD NP Apy'—Jacob our father 
still lives—z.e., our nation has the like work to'do—to unseal the fountains and 
to give the thirsting drink. Let us now pause and ask, is the House of Prayer 


_—prayer in name—ihe House of Prayer such as we have it now in its spiritual 


characteristics, fitted so to be the House of Prayer for all peoples. Have we 
fulfilled our mission in the past, are we in the present fulfilling cur mission to 


‘the best of our power—to teach the world the beauty, the holiness and the 


efficacy of prayer. Does the vision of Jacob's ladder find a reficx in our Syna- 
gogues. In sorrow I say it, I think that in the past, despite much that we have 
effected in the civilization of the world, as history will prove, our national life, 
has, alas! gone, like Jacob, “halting on the thigh,” and limping for centuries long 
with shrunken sinews. We have failed where we should have been and are pre- 
sumably strongest. We have conceived and written the finest prayers. We have 


grasped, as it were, the lightning of Heaven merely to toy with ; we have been. 


weak as children, when by nature we were capable of putting forth the strength 
of giants. We have let our powers slip through our fingers, for we have, 
as the prophet told us, honoured God with our lips, while our hearts have been 
faraway. We have been throughout our whole history, and are still, wanting 
in py, “true devotion.” It is our national fault. Why should this be? 
Jews are essentially a religious, and instinctively a moral people. Our idea of 
a Godhead is the most lofty and sublims and philosophical, so much so that 
Judaism has been termed more a philosophy than a religion. The very intuition 
of Judaism is sublime. The first to make prayer ao essential duty of religion. 


The silver cord that binds Israel to their Father in Heaven is prayer. Wherever 


in the whole civilized world man pours forth his soul in prayer and soar high 
as he may, ke formulates and robes his thoughts in Israel’s psalmody. With 


one rare exception in the world’s history, we are the only pecple who has spiri- 


tualized religion by enunciating the belief in an absolute Unity, free from the 


_ grosser physical attributes of man. We enunciate day by day the belief that 


God is sole God without companion and associate. We do not, and have never 


attempted to describe the unspeakable and inconceivable glories of a future state 


which can be known to God alone and to souls departed. We have refused again 
and agaia at the stake and the pyre, to admit personality in the Godhead, how 
inuch so-ever shrouded in so-called divine mysteries. | 
said, that we are not a spiritual race? A race must be spiritual that has cradled 
an isaiah and handed to the world’s keeping the Book of Psalms, the out- 
growth of the Jewish instinct of things holy. The nation must be of high 
Spiritual organisation which conceives the angelic world singing God’s praises in 
words, “ Holy! Holy! Holy, is the Lord of Hosts, the whole world is filled with 
His glory.” Language cannot express a more spiritualised formula. 

We have the world’s testimony in our favour. The man of all others 
according to whom “ Judaic sympathies” are not always wisely conceived nor 
Wisely expressed, and whose own thrilling eloquence and profound sympathy 


Is it true, as some have — 


with the sublime and the beautiful have richly adorned human utterances admits; 
without stint of words, that “all the wonders of the Greek civilisation heaped 


_ together are less wonderful than is the single Book of Psalms.” He holds with © 


Ibn Ezra that “ Greece had valour, policy, renown, genius, wisdom, wit—she had 
in a word all that this world could give her but the flowers of Paradise which 
blossom at the best but thinly; blossomed in Palestine alone.” (The place of 
ancient Greece in the providential order of the World —By the Right Hon. W. 
E. Gladstone.) | | 

Why, then, have we failed in the past and still fail in the present in giving 
due expression to the sense of religion within us? Why should it be a proverb 
that the Jew has a 7}3—a motive and design—in everything that he does except 
in prayer? To answer this we must trace the growth of religious perceptions— 
the development of the faculty of prayer with especial regard to the fortunes of 
our own nation ; we must examine more closely the religion and its expression 
of the patriarchal times, the phases and evolution of religious thought and wor- 


ship during the Temple service; the transitions and influences produced by the 


exile when prayer alone remained the great tie and characteristic of our national 
life. We must further take count of the accretions of the middle ages and 
the exigencies of our own age ; we must patiently weigh and estimate all these 
mighty and aggregated influences—some more obvious that lie on the surface, 
some so occult as to almost elude critical research. We mist, above all things 
not jump at conclusions, and think we can change the life-habits, and—if you 
will—the prejudices of a nation and its distinctive vices by a stroke of the pen, by 
the potent efficacy of leading articles or by signing oneself tv be in all humility 
‘*A member of a Committee for the revision of the Ritnal,” or by expecting that 
because a writer ventures an individual opinion in regard to th: want of devo- 
tion in synagogue, he therefore must as a matter of course advocate the expul- 
sion of the sacred language—the key-stone of our nationality—from our ser- 
vices. All such unwise and incautiously expressed expectations only delay 
salient changes. Men’s fears are aroused as to what next. Rome was not built 
in a day, but it was desolated and sacked in almost as short atime. To pull 
down is a task that brute force can easily accomplish, to build up requires brains 
and energy and length of days. A fretful child can fire a city of palaces 
aud destroy works of art never to be replaced. Revolution is not reform, neither 
is obstinacy conservatism ; and these Two Truths must be steadily kept in mind 


by all who desire and agitate for improvement. Festina lente is an excellent 
proverb, but 

Festinare nocet, nocet et cunctatio szpe ; 

‘Tempore quoque suo qui facit, ille sapit. 
is also worthy of consideration : 

We have much to improve and much that must be improved—procrastina- 
tion is not only the thief but the assassin of time, and I therefore shall without 
undue delay, and yet without precipitency and without any misgiving lay bare the 
evils of the system that in our day cry aloud for remedial measures. Once the 


_ diagnosis determined, I have no fear as to results. Judaism has al ways possessed a 


vis medicatrix, DRIW}OIN NPD, and will right itself again and again without 


- passionate enthusiasm—blind zeal, on the one side—or obdurate prejudice, 


idolatry of the pas‘, on the other, and I even hope to be able to move that too- 
solid mass of stony rock—the most dreaded of all obstacles in the path of progress 
—i.difference, and that forsooth by the one only means in man’s power, by truth 
persistently, fearlessly and calmly told.

BARON Hirscu’s RELIEF correspondent of the Levant Herald, ina 
letter dated Adrianople, Oct. 9, writes: “Mr. Veneziani, who has been carrying out 


the charitable relief mission of Baron Hirsch, of the Roumelian Railway Company, — 


among the sufferers from the war in this part of the country, left this morning for 


- Constantinople. Being well acquainted with the different languages, Mr. Veneziani 


was able to talk freely with the various necessitous fugitives. without the employ- 


_ment of interpreters, and thus not only secure the disposal of relief where it was 


really required, but was able to soothe the harrowed feelings of many a poor 
sufferer by kind and consolatory words. It was Mr. Veneziani's first intention to 
have specially constructed wooden sheds for 300 Jewish families now in Adrianople, 
who are fugitives from Eski-Zaghra, but the requisite labour for doing this could 
not be found, and he accordingly rented houses for thém at the Kaleh, paying seven 
months’ rent in advance. ‘To these Jewish families and to other fugitives without 
distinction of race or religion, he distributed 1,100 mattresses and 150 pieces of 
woollen and cotton stuffs for clothing. The distribution of these gifts took place 


with the greatest order and regularity, each individual receiving the object intended 


for him from the dépot established in Mr. Toledo’s house, on the presentation of a 
printed ticket bearing the signature of Mr. Veneziani, the latter gentleman also 
assisting in the work of distribution, telling the recipients at the same time that 
Baron Hirsch would not forget them in the future, Mr. Veneziani, since he has 
taken up his abode in this city, has given away a sum of £T.500 here and in 
Philippopoli, and, if.a further amount of £T.800 be added, which has been paid as 
rent for houses hired to shelter the fugitive Jewish families, besides £T.2,000 more 
spent in purchasing clothes, &c., we find that a total of £T.3,300 has been distributed 
on behalf of the refugees by Baron Hirsch, whose name, it is needless to say, will be 
ever gratefully remembered by the recipients of his bounty.” |

for another year, for people here, like among you, have a Shulchan Aruch to 


suit themselves. One feature, however, was noticeable, how the synagogues 


were crowded on second days (being Sunday). Of the services there is nothing 
new to remark, for everything was naturally expected to be performe! as well 
as last year, except at the Portuguese Synagogue in the 19th Street, where, on 
account of the death of the respected Chazan, Rev: J. J. Lyons, it was thought 
there would be some difficulty. Hence the ramours of reform noticed by you 
in your account of his funeral ; but the Rev. H. P. Mendes, the preacher of the 
congregation, officiated as Chazan as well, and, if report be correct, has given 
such satisfaction that arrangements are to be made for his continuing to dis- 
charge both offices. Some slight improvements have been made in tl.e acoustics 
of that synagogue, which unfortunately boaste of an immerse height and a 
huge dome. | | 
. Of the other synagogues the Rev. H. 8. Jacobs was rewarded with large 
audiences ; this synagogue observes the second day, although it is called reform 
from the fact of its having an organ and also pews in which ladies and. 
gentlemen sit together. The Taleth is, however, worn and the head is covered. 
At the Temple, as you know, they have pews, organ, bare heads and no Taleth. 
The other orthodox synagogue, besides 19th Street, is the 44th Street, where Dr. 
Mendes attracted immense Shools, as did Dr. Isaacs, who celebrated his 38th 
anniversary of service in the ministry. | | 
We have been much startled with Dr. Felix Adler’s essay in the North 
American Review upon “Reformed Judaism.” The first part was duly noticed 
by you, but the second part has gone far beyond the first. [Here our corres- 
pondent gives a review of the article which we think it unnecessary to re- 


produce, as we have already noticed the article at considerable length.] The 


result of such an article is to disgust many with reform, for this Adlerism is 
distinctly an out-growth of it.

BIRMINGHAM.—On Sunday last, ai the invitation of the Minister, Wardens, 
and Council, the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler preached a sermon at the Birmingham 
Synagogue on behalf of the General Hospital of the town. The Synagogue, 
which has recently been enlarged, was crowded. Dr. Adler took his text from 
the 34th chapter of Ezekiel, part of the 16th verse: ‘I will bind up those that 
are broken, and strengthen those which are sick.” In proving that hospitals did 
not owe their origin exclusively to Christianity, he quoted in support of his 
arguments the interesting article “ Pre-Christian Hospitals and Dispensaries ”’ 
in the current number of the Westminster Review. The collection made after 
the sermon amounted to £160, being largely in excess of the amount raised last 
year—£112. ‘This is very gratifying, taking into account the depressed state of 
trade, and the fact that three appeals had been made not long ago to the Bir- 
mingham community, which had becn liberally responded to. The Hebrew 
Congregation was the fifth in the list of places of worship arranged according 
to the amount of collection —On Sunday morning Dr. Adler visited the Jewish 
School, which is very creditably conducted.—A movement has been set on foot 
to perpetuate the memory of the late Rev. Lewis Chapman, who was minister 
of the Birmingham Synagogue for nearly half a century. At a preliminary 
meeting held on Sunday last, under the presidency of Mr.

ADRIANOPLE.— We copy the following from a communication of the corres- 
_ pondent of the Times, dated Oct. 15 : “ Amon.—These unfortunate people (the 
refugees) are some 2,000 Jewish women and children, who managed to escape 
from the massacres of Kezanlik and Eski-Zaghra. Local charity does not do 
‘much for these wretched people, and had it not been for the help which came 
_ from England, and from Baron Hirsch, we should have heard of a terrible 
_ disaster. The names of Lady Strangford, Lady Burdett Coutts, of Mr. Lang 
and Mr. Veneziam, the latter a delegate of Baron Hirsch’s have been for a long 
_ time past blessed and spoken of with veneration in Bulgaria ; but, unfortunately, 
the succour which has been, and is now being afforded, is far from being sufli- 
cient. Moreover, notwithstanding the constant efforts of the delegates of 
_ English and Israelitish bounty, the want of knowledge of the country, and par- 
ticularly of Turkish official routine, often prevents their attaining the object 
they have in view. . . . Mr. Veneziam, who has lived for thirty years in this 
country, and knows the people thoroughly, is about the only one who knows 
how to set to work and obtain the desired result. Thus on arriving at Adrianople 
he — called upon a number of each religious community in the place 
to give him a list of the wants of the people in distress ; and furnished with 
this he set to work among the refugees, personally distributing money, and 
further supplying to each one what most he stood in need of. As Mr. Venezaim 
is thoroughly familiar with the different dialects spoken in this country his 
task was not so hard as it might seem. The Mahomedan women did not even 
_ Veil themselves when he came near them, and this astounded the Turks, who 


were looking on pretty closely, as they know rigorously Mahomedans observe 


the custom consecrated by Islam tradition, which forbids them to remain 
uncovered in presence of aman. This fact alone is enough to prove how Mr. 
Veneziam has contrived to gain the confidence and esteem of these unfortunate 


people. I cannot in justice allow the disinterested help offered too by Mr. Toledo 


to be passed over in silence. He is a Jewish merchant of this town, and he 
sacrifices his own interest to come to the rescue, without distinction of race or 
creed, On the retugees the sum already expended by Mr. Veneziam amounts to 
about £T3,000, and was spent as follows : Cash distributed at Adrianople and 
Philippoplis, £T.500 ; house rent for refugees, £T.800; 1,000 blankets and 
1,000 mattresses, £T.1,200 ; 150 bales of stuff for linen, £7,800. The Turkish 
pound amounts to eig shillings, :

GHETTO.—The Jews of Venice received in 1516 for their quarter a small island in the city, in 
whic.. there was established a foundry, Italian: getto, pronounced in Venice not dgetto, but ghetto. 


From Venice the designation spread all over Italy, and thence all over Europe. This explanation 


is given in a treatise by a Venetian author.—A. | 


—~ “Ghetto” is related to the Italian word “ Chiasso,’’ which means “a narrow street.’ The 

Hebrew word ala in its primitive meaning “to divide”’ bears also a close relation to these words 
“Chiasso’”’ and ‘‘Ghetto.”” The German “Gasse”’ also corresponds to it. This term also appears in 
old Saxon and its sister dialects, only the dental consonant takes the place of the sibilant (as in other 
Janguages—as an instance in Greek, “ Thalassa”’ and “ Thalatta’’). Thus: Anglo-Saxon, “Gate” » 
Swedish, “Gata” ; Dutch, “Gat”; Danish, “Gade.” The writer of the query will find in Griitz’,

MELBOURNE.—On Sunday, Angust 26th last, the re-Consecration of the 
Bourke Street Synagogue took place with the usual ceremonies. The buildiag 
was crowded, and among those present were several Christian clergymen and 
other non-Jewish friends. The synagogue had undergone .extensive alteration 
and decoration, at an expense of about £2,500. The usual circuits having been 
made, the Rev. R. Benjamin read the Afternoon Service. The Rev. Dattner 
-Jacobson—the newly-elected minister of the congregation, and who has only 
~ been three months in the colony—then delivered his first sermon in the English 

language. ‘At the conclusion of the powerful, moving discourse, the reverend 
gentleman offered up an appropriate dedicatory prayer. The Rev. M. Rintel then 
recited the usual Prayer for the Queen and the Royal Familty, the interesting 
service was brought to a conclusion with the singing of Adon Olam. 


Mr. Epuraim Keyser, a talented sculptor, and a coreligionist of Baltimore, 
United States, was by a unanimous vote of the Senate of the “ Academy of 
Arts at Berlin,” awarded the ‘ Meyerbeer”’ prize of 2,200 thalers. This prize 
is given in accordance with the bequest of the brother of the great Jewish 
composer, and is one annually awarded to the best Jewish artist and sculptor, 
alternately, throughout the world. 


THE LONDON AND GENERAL 


_ Aw Zunz,—An American gentleman, who signs himself “A. 8. L,” 
gives the Jewish Messenger an account of an interview which he lately had with the 
venerable Dr. Zunz. We copy a portion of the account : “ Zunz’s features have 


| naturally changed since his last photograph—to be seen over many a German 
_ scholar’s desk—which represented him with a strong angular face, prominent nose, 


and hair flowing behind his ears. The death of his wife Adelaide, in August, 1874, 
has aged Zunz more than ten years of unremitting literary labour, He is well- 
known in the Berlin streets, and his thin face peeping out amid a mass of fallin 
white hair, is not readily forgotten, Strangers rarely to bestow on him a secon 
glance, and those who know him love to watch his retreating form. He belongs in 
fact to the sights of the German capital as much as the ‘ Quadriga’ at the end of 
the ‘ Linden,” or the statue of old Fritz. Na-urally, for the Jewish visitors, he forms 


the centre of attraction. His life embraces a most momentuous period in the history 


of German Judaism, and he had personal acquaintanceship with all who have lent 
their aid to mould it during the present century. His house was wont to be the 
literary resort of famous men and women : his wife presided over his circle with 
such grace and winsomeness that even Heine was fascinated. Not like the coterie 
of pretty talkers on ethics, who used to gather about Rahel Levin, Dorothea Mendels- 
sohn, and Henriette Herz, and raised themselves to such a degree of moral compla- 
cency that Parson Schleiermacher had little trouble in convincing everybody that 
after they had arrived at a certaix stage of ethical culture, such trifles as forms of 
hurch and forms of marriage were unnecessary. Not like those brilliant Jewish 
conversationalists, who could debate so brilliantly on art and culture that all Berlin 
was at their feet, but who could arouse no one of the jeunesse dore, as Graetz well 
observes, to break his lance in defence of their ancestral faith. Zunz’s 
circle was far less dilettante but far more earnest. His high intellectual 
influence made itself felt on all with whom he came in contact, and 
the thoughts .evolved have not been lost in the history of his coreli- 
gionists in this century. It was he who first called attention in his maiden 
essay, in classical German, to the treasures of rabbinical literature. and his researches 
in the fascinating subject of the Jewish liturgy in all its ramifications have been 
storehouses of facts for later workers in the field. In 1819 he began his career as a 
preacher in Prague, and his sermons, published in a small volume, are marked by 
that incisiveness and coherency which are so characteristic of his style. As a 
preacher, however, he found himself hampered ; he was too literary and erudite to 
confine himself to the laudable work of elevating his brethren by giving them a text 
or two a week. So he came to Berlin after the lapse of a few years, and settled down 
to literature with such diligence, that nearly every decade in this century is rendered 
notable by some epoch-making book from his pen. He has also taken an active part 
in the politics of Berlin, as his speeches in the new edition of his works prove.’ Zunz 
has lived almost in strict retirement since his wife’s death, and the world knows 
little of the thoughts which throb in his brain. His room, near one of Berlin’s busiest 
thoroughfares, is full of books ; the walls are almost concealed by the shelves ; by 
the window is the upright desk and stool ; there is a picture or two, and on the long 
tible is a bird-cage, whose tiny inmate belonged to his wife, and’ which he now feeds 
from his own hand. There are moments naturally enough when Zunz is sad and 
gloomy ; he has outlived the companions of his youth and the friends of his man- 
hood, he has seen literary representations rise and wane, and, what is more cruel than 
anything else, he has seen writers lauded and termed eminent, whose success was 
almost wholly due to his own earlier researches, When he thinks of this point, it is 
not surprising that he becomes caustic and bitter. A reader of Zunz need not be told 
how cutting and ironical he can be. His sharp witticisms are often the talk of the 
German capital, and his pungent remarks on men and matters are rarely without 
their sting. In his condemnation of conceit and ignorance he is unrelenting. That 
August day, however, Zunz was in a gentle mood, and his talk was bright and 
fanciful. There was'a buoyancy in his remarks which showed the clearness of the 
thinker’s brain, although the voice was weak and the face so thin. In his judgment 
on movements of the day, there was a certain calmness which proved the even poise 
of his mind. His memory seemed a little impaired, he had in fact been in- 
capacitated from work for some weeks past, but his talk was even and eloquent. He 
was hopeful for Judaism, but thought the clouds were gathering for Germany. 
He had fresh plans for literary work, but they involved too much labour for him alone 
to carry out. For the same reason, he had abandoned all idea of revising his famous 
book on the liturgy (Die Gottesdienst. Vortraege), which has become so rare and costly. 
The new edition of his works, which has now reached three precious volumes, 
preserves most of his shorter essays and miscellaneous sketches, besides containing 
excerpts from works out of print. There was something peculiarly attractive in his 
talk, abounding in anecdote, while occasionally there came a terse remark which 
could not be forgotten. . . . It was nearly sun-set when I left him that Friday, and 
as I entered the sumptuous temple which has cost a million thalers, and circulated a 
deal of scrip, I could not help thinking of the frightful sin committed in devoting 
a million to bricks and mortar, and allowing an intellectual giant like Zunz to pass 
his days, if not in poverty, at least in dependence upon the bounty of others. Berlin, 
however, is not the only city where, in this era of enlightenment, bricks and mortar 
receive the first consideration, and intellect has to go begging. One of these days, 
we hope, there will be a change for the better, but at present the outlook is not 
encouraging. Zunz in his library, as he feeds the little canary in its cage, must often 
think of a thousand things not particularly palatable for the average Jewish news- 
paper reader.
